With the engine, after being atarted,

runs for a minute or two and then
stops, the first place to look for trouble
is In the gasoline feed line. A partial
stoppags Tn the pipe will lessen the
flow of fuel so that the float Chamber
fills slowly. On being started the motor
at once consumes this gasoline and
then has to wait for more. There is
another possible cause of this trouble,
and that is the float of the carburetor
sticking. Of course if the float ia stuck
In a high position the flow of fuel will
be greatly lessened or even stopped.

SHORT CIRCUITS.
There ia frequently danger of short

circuits tn the battery because of the
fact that one of the terminals la locat-
ed near the metal handle used for lift-
ing the battery. To obviate this dan-
ger It is only necessary to slip a abort
length of rubber tubing over tha wire
at tha point where the contact might be
made. To do this the tubing should be
slit lengthwise, slipped over tha wire
and taped firmly In place. It is a good
plan to follow this practice wherever
there is wanger of the wires rubbing
off their insulation and to establishinga short circuit
